2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1 and 6-11 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Bosak. 

Tiiere is disclosed in. Bosak a coffee brewing and dispensing device, comprising: a roaster 28; a grinder 70 coupled to the roaster; a 
brewer 80 coupled to the grinder; a transport device 50, 52, 59, 64, 63 coupling the roaster and the grinder, ther transport device 
having means 59; 64 for propelling coffee beans between die roaster and grinder; and control means inchiding interface 120. 

Claim 12 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Helbling. 

There is disclosed in Helbling a coffee machine with product selectivity, comprising: a beverage container 224-227 having an 
identifier 237; a sensor 238 to obtam information from the identifier; a beverage dispensing device 210, 211; and a controller 204 
coupled tothe sensor and beverage dispensing device. 

Claim 13 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Price. 

There is disclosed in Price a device for monitormg and projecting, comprising: a customer (vehicle) sensor 7; a transaction sensor 13 
to detect a number of transactions; a processor 17 to calculate an approximate wait time; and a display 15, 16. 

Claims 2-5 meet the criteria set out m PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a 
pressure differential to propel coffee beans. 
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
